We have bullt during this
period 2,000 warehouses with a ca
pacity of approximately 4,000,000 bales
and looking backward the results
would seam encouraging, but looking
forward, wa are able to house
than onethird of the erop and ware
housea without & credit sysiem
80 por cent of thelr usefulness. ‘I'ho
problem Is a glgantie one--too prest
for the farmer Lo solve unalded. Ho
must bave the asslstance of the bank-
or, the merchant and the governmaent.
